There were certainly plausible grounds for
Yelieving that the freedmen would, be indiffe-
yent to the right of sullrage. Never havi
had the privilege, and having been traine
from time immemorial to seek for happiness
only in sensual indulgences, to which soch g
fianchige conld not ocontribute, it dd mnot
goemn nnlikt-l{, from that poiot of view, that
they would be indifferent to it. But, on the
other hand, those wlo believed in the natural
oapacity of the colored race for improvement
jnsisted that they had learned or would rapidly
learn the value of politieal rights, and would
not fail to exercise them. The result of
ihe tegistration thus far in every Southern
Ftate has justified the latter view. In every
Btate and, as far as we know, in every county,
mno matter how secluded from Northern in-
fluences, u far larger proportion of thor esident
oolored volers have registered than of whites.
In Virginia the colored electors areina large
majority on the roll, although the whites, if
all ' registored, would ountnumber them by
nesrly 40,000, In Louisiana, where the num-
bers of the two races are nearly equal, the
oolored voters on the register oumber twice as
mwany as the whits. The case is much the |

wvast numbers of the plantation negroes, con-
trary tothe well-known wishas of their masters,
affords strong evidence that they too will vote |
iudependuntﬁf of local influences. Indeed, no
rensonable man who has watched the course
of affairs in the South can doubt that almost
the entire body of the newly enfranchised race
degire to cast their votes for men who are
Lieartily in sympathy with the party and the |
policy which secured their freedom, The only
real dapger lies in the want of organization
and information among the colored peopls, |
which leaves them open to imposition alilke |

A serious duty is devolved upon the Repub-
licans of the North. They have the best or-
ganization ever known in the political history
of this country, abundant wealth, and every

They, full of false arguments, are
bold enotigh to say that men who have wrongs
to avenge, and who are willing to fight as In-
diang fight, are better capabls of entering npon
and carrying forward an effective uampllinn
than the regular troops that represent the
dignity of the nationi A proper reboke has
already baen given to them by incorporating
the volunteer foree of frontisrsmen into the
regular foros, and placing regular offloers ovar
thein to direot their ernde movements. There
is no doubt that Geperal Sherman has dona
well in this case, and will thus allay many of
the jealonsies which might arise were any
guch desultory body to show itself capable of
fighting Indians as some peopls think they
#hounld be fought, Let us, by all mesns; sup-
wrt General Bherman; he will carry on our
ndian war as it should be earried on; his swilt
troopers will goon restore peace on the Plaing,
All that is required is money; that will bring
everything in its train, and we shall make as
lorious ns exit from the Indian war as we
iave made from the war of the Reballion.

The Democratic Party—Its Issues and
its Future.
From the Times.

The Democratic journals protest that the
party they serve is not dead. They predict
not only its continued existence, butits return
to power. And in corroboration of their state-
ments they point to the numerical strength of
the Democratic minorities in New York and
otlier States which at present have Republican
governments.

Now, it is quite true that in respect of the
numbers that sustain its candidates, the Demo-
oratic party is still a powerful organization.
It were idle to deory the foree of o party which

| in more than one State came near snooess, and

which in many wages & vigorous, though, for
the time, a bopeless fight, The mere vitality
of a party, however, is not an assurance of
ultimate victory, nor is the cohesive gquality
of a strong minority a reason for believing that
it will soon grow into the majority. For grow-
ng power implies an aotive sympathy with
public opinion—an appreciction of the tend-
encies of contemporary thought, and anability
to adapt itself to these as to the sources of
cominf victory. It is beosuse the Democratic
party lnoks these characteristivs that, with all
its numbers, it may still be described as a dead
party—a party ldentifled with lifeless issnes,
rallying for battle nuder the cries of a bygoue
ern, and persistently ignoring events which
;:.arum changed the whole aspect of our national
ifis.

The platforms adopted by the various Con-
ventions of the Democracy sre the platforms
of a party which has no olaim upon the future.
All 1ta sympathies, all its afiliations, all its
pretensions are connected with the past. Its
only hope is that the country will discard the
war fand its lessons, blot out of history the
trials and trinmphs of the last six years, and
go back to the questions of the Breckinridge
and Douglas campaign. Tha Constitution is
indeed the subject of much resolving on these
occasions. Tuke it at its own valaation, and
the Democracy might be considered the party
of the Constitution, if the frequent uge of the
word were the only oriterion of attaghment. A
little examination destroys the illasion, and
reveals the fact that the Copstitution by which
the Demoerstio Conventionists swear i the
Constitution according to Taney. Slavery,
Dred Beott decisions, and States rights, &s
Calheon exponnded them, are essentinl fea-
tures of Democratio constitutionalism. The
war, in the n‘riniuu of the same party, was un-
constitutional from beginuing to end.

The means by which the war was earried to
8 sucoessful termination were in Democratio
eyes grossly nnconstitutional, 'When, thers-
fore, successive Conventions profess to make
the Constitution their anchor, and at the sawe
time exclude from view the sebievements an
comsequences of the war, it is pot unfairto
assumé that the paety concorned is indifferent
to the great interests for which Union wmen
have contendod, and that the “Constitution”
iz a ory used to comceal hostility to the only
conditions on which the peace and prosperity
of the Union may be restored. The inference
is rendered yet more reasonable and just by
the pertinacity with which the Demooratio
party oppose and assail all measures of recou-
struction, lmposing conditions by way of
guaranteeing the supremacy of the {u'nkm Bal-
timent. The party whivh pretends to cham-

sion the Constitution would bring back the
outhern Btates just as they were, with Rebels
mn;lmnt and the fresdmen’ at the meroy of &
oruel apd arrogant olass,

The leading orators of the party do not even
pretend to accept a5 settled the lessons and
results of the war. Mr, Pendloton, a former
pominee for the Vice.Presidency, in his recent
peech st Bt Paul, makes no attempl to con-
penl & purpose 0 distarb and, If possible,. re.
yarsa the work of Congresa in the wmatter of
revonstruction. As he states the case, the war

And & name-
legs shont which promuigated the filthiest Cop-
perheadism during the war, and to this day
exults in the asspssination of Mr. Linvolu, is
aceepted and cofroulated ss a campnign docu-
went,

Can a party which thus proolaims its inera-
dienble hostility to the cherished purposes of
all Union men have any prospeot oF regaining
Imwer! Con s party which deliberately plants
teell on the side of the enemies of the Union,
dencunces guarantees which have been ex-
acted for its safety, and pledges itself to dis-
pute the binding efficacy of what has been
achieved—can such a party hope for the suc-
cess which js contingent upon the acquisition
of support from Republican ranks? On the
contrary, is it not morally certain that a party
whose gole capital is derived from the extin-
guished {ssnes must gradually be shorn of the
strenglh it possesses !

Even in the simplest matters the blind ob-
slinacy of the party management is apparent.
The BState Convention in session at Albany
aflords an illustration, The suffrage question
comes up there for revision and adjustment.
In view of the fact that impartinl suffrage i
now to all intents and purposes & national
principle, adopted by the Sonth under duress,
and made a condition of territorial admission
to the privileges of Statehood, there would
seem to be 1o reason for delaying its appliva-
tion in New York. 8o far as the South
is conoerned, met only impartinl bat
universal au[huga i3 an accomplished fact,
with no likélihood of reversal. Its extension
to this State invelves
the voting forces, and
that ahuulcf
the civil equality of the races. But the Demo-
cratic delegates oling to their old prq]ndluua,
and ingist that New York shall withhold what
Virginia and SBouth Carolina arg about to
grant. Universal suffrage for whites, a pro-
perty qualifioation for blacks, ia the sum of
the philosophy to which the New York Demo-
crats have attained, They give no sign of
progress—no token of emancipation from the
prﬂiudiwa of 8 before the war., A party
which, in small things and greal} is inoapable
of comprehending the teachings of the time, or
of rising above the low level of the past, can
have no lasting hold upon the conntry, Its
issnes are as dull as the rattle of dead men's
bones, and its chances In the future are worse
than those of to-day.
